The Central Committee of the Sodality of the Immaculate Conception is corn* 
posed of the Senior sodality officers, of parish representatives and class prefects. These 
officers are responsible for the planning and supervision of the monthly Sodality meet 
ings, and other spiritual activities of the school. The Sodality, which has as its motto 
“Through Mary to Jesus", was started in the year 1932, and is directly affiliated with 
the Sodality at Rome. 

This year's Sodality witnessed considerable changes in the line-up of officers. For 
the first semester, John Battaglia was Prefect; Cornelius Roth, Marian Chairman; John 
Fellner, Eucharistic Chairman; Richard Smith, Catholic Action Chairman; Aifred 
Stingl, Mission Chairman, and Bernard Hoffman, Secretary. The various class Prefects 
were: Russell Wenzel, Juniors; Frank Donovan, Sophomore "A"; William Bauer, 
Sophomore B ; Robert Kotva, Freshman “A '; and Vernon Pacini, Freshman “B" 
These officers always encouraged discussion from the floor, for they wanted the student 
body to feel that they had something to say in regards to what was done in the Sodality. 
Heated debates occurred on several occasions, which added considerable interest to the 
meetings. 

At the end of the first semester new officers were elected. John Busson garnered 
the position of Prefect; Bernard Hoffman was chosen Marian Chairman; Herman Pacini, 
Eucharistic Chairman; Anthony Cordie, Catholic Action Chairman; John Conrath, 
Mission Chairman; and Melvin Roth, Secretary. The new arrangement proved quite 
satisfactory, holding its first meeting on Thursday, February 10. The rest of the 
classes also elected new class officers. The new class Prefects were: Lorrain Braun. 
Sophomore "A"; John Biekert, Sophomore "B"; Kenneth Faust, Freshman "B"; and 
Robert Fritz, Freshman "A" Russell Wenzell remained as Junior Prefect. 

This smoothly functioning machine was temporarily slowed down when Prefect 
John Busson resigned, due to curricular difficulties. The Senior class then held an 
election, at which time Edward Hotz was appointed to succeed Busson. Under Hotz's 
capable direction the Sodality finished out the year. 

Among this year's outstanding events was the reception of the new candidates 
into the Sodality on Dec. 9, with Monsignor Joseph Mueller officiating. Other activities 
included the threc'day Triduum of Masses and Communions, on December 6, 7 and 8, 
for the Pope. This was the Sodality's Christmas present to His Excellency. The 
Living Rosary was again put into operation during the month of October. Everything 
possible was done by the Sodality to encourage the frequent reception of Holy Com' 
munion by the students during the course of the year.

The concert in honor of Father Chaminade presented a selection of overtures and 
marches. The highlight of the May 10 concert was the playing of “Shubert's Unfiinished 
Symphony in E Minor" by Franz Schubert, famous Austrian composer. 

Both concerts included a well selected program, and both were received by an 
appreciative audience. 

Due to graduation, the band will lose 4 of its most capable members, including 
Mel Lindauer, first Clarinet; John Buchholz, first Trombone; Arthur Biehl, first horn; 
and Harry Funk, bass drummer. 

The band performed on numerous occassions, rendering service at assemblies, 
parades, picnics, and also at Le Clerc College on several programs. 

Cathedrals band, although not entering into competition with other high school 
bands, is rated as one of the best high school bands in southern Illinois. The band 
hopes to continue its fine work next year by making use of undeveloped talent among 
the graduates of the numerous Catholic grade sch(x>ls of Belleville.

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DEBATE TEAM 




The debaters of Cathedral High ran into uncomfortably difficult competition in 
the course of the season's meets. The winter slate of the team led them to three St. 
Louis schools for argumentation with students from all of the St. Louis area. The site 
of the tournaments were St. Elizabeth Boarders and Day Sch<x)l for Girls, South Side 
Catholic High School and St. Louis University High School. In the course of these 
sessions Cathedral debated against McBride, South Side, St. Elizabeth's, Central Cath' 
olic, and St. Louis University High. 

The topic for discussion among high schools this year was, “Resolved: That the 
United States should participate in the reconstruction of the League of Nations". 
Cathedral's affirmative in its arguments stressed the obligation binding on the United 
States by virtue of Social Justice. It emphasized the admitted necessity of a world 
organization and the efficiency-barring minor details—of the League of Nations 
provided in the Treaty of Versailles. Our negative parried such blows with evidence 
showing the lack of cooperation of the Allies in past leagues and their selfishness in cx^ 
ploiting the generosity of America's foreign policy. It was Cathedral's affirmative 
arguments which marred St. Louis University High's perfect record at the meet held 
in St. Louis University. 

The regular affirmative team was made up of Edward Hotz, Leon Mayer; the 
negatives were Jack Fcllner and John Linder. Substitutes and apprentice Freshmen 
were Robert Kosar, Theodore Michaelis, Leo Voss, Jack Theiss, and Thomas Kinsella
